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BEHIND BARS 

Top maitre d’ - and First Dates’ love guru - Fred Sirieix tells 
us why he’s working to get prisoners on the right course

A nyone who’s seen the 

impossibly charming maitre d’ 
on Channel 4’s reality show 
First Dates may be surprised 
to discover that Fred Sirieix describes 
himself as a ‘south London boy’. The 
man with the sexy French accent is a 
long-term resident of Peckham and loves 
nothing more than a run on the Rye. 

‘I wanted to learn English so I came 
over and never looked back,’ says 
Sirieix, who moved to London over 20 
years ago from his native Limoges, west 
France. ‘It’s amazing. I bought in 
Peckham because it was cheap. Now I 
can’t afford my own home,’ he chuckles. 

Sirieix has won a legion of fans for 
the romantic words of wisdom he 
delivers straight to camera on the reality 
dating show. There’s no doubt his rugged 
good looks and Gallic charm have 
helped, but some over-enthusiastic fans 
have compared him to a modern-day 
Shakespeare. His insights, he says, have 
simply been picked up from years 
working front of house. ‘When you work 
in restaurants you meet a lot of people 
and you observe, listen and learn,’ he 
says rather modestly. 

While the reality show that brought 
the married dad of two to the attention of 
the nation is filmed in 
the Paternoster Chop 
House, Sirieix is 
actually general 
manager of Galvin at 
Windows, the 
Michelin-star restaurant 
at the London Hilton 
on Park Lane. 

He and his boss Chris Galvin share 
an altruistic streak. They joined forces in 
2009 to form Galvin’s Chance, an into- 
work initiative to help disadvantaged 
young people get training, placements 
and employment in hospitality. ‘The 
difference it makes is really, really

‘It was just amazing,’ he says. ‘The 
best feedback I had was when one of the 
chaps said he didn’t feel like he was in 
prison that day - he felt free. When 
you’re in prison it’s horrible. Your cell is 
small, your bed is small, it’s very 
claustrophobic. It was fantastic to be able 
to give people that kind of experience.’ 

The Right Course is set to return this 
spring with Jose Pizarro taking charge of 
the menu and training the chefs. Sirieix 
hopes it will become a regular training 
course not just at HMP/YOI Isis, but 
across the country. ‘There’s a real staff 
shortage in hospitality, so I hope this will 
be the start of a wider national charitable 
initiative so that prisoners can join our 
industry and become true experts and 
role models,’ he says. 

You can apply for a ticket to the next 
pop-up (date to be confirmed), but if 
you’re not lucky enough to bag a space 
for dinner behind bars, Sirieix has plenty 
of local restaurant recommendations - 
especially for first dates. 

‘There are so many great restaurants 
in Peckham now, it’s amazing,’ says 
Sirieix, who says his top choices would 
be Pedler and Miss Tapas in Peckham 
and Chapters in Blackheath. ‘They’ve all 
got good food, excellent service, offer 
great quality and are lots of fun.’ 

So, any tips for first-daters? ‘It’s 
important to be open and honest, clear 
about who you are, what you want and 
give things a chance. Go with the flow.’

amazing,’ he says of the project, which 
has helped people aged 18-24 find work 
in some of London’s top restaurants. 

Sirieix has now set up his own 
scheme, The Right Course, teaching 
prisoners the art of hospitality and 
service. Launched last year at HM Prison 
Isis in south east London, a category C 
prison for male young offenders up to 
the age of 20, the project uses the 
kitchen canteen to train inmates how 
to cook and serve food. 

‘A lot of people in prison are there 
because they didn’t have the chances I 
had,’ he says. ‘Hopefully we’re helping 
them understand the opportunities are 
there by sharing the values that are 
important for success not only in work 
but in life,’ he says. ‘Things like 
discipline and the ability to work hard, 
have faith and trust in oneself and to 
believe that it can happen. We aim 
to give people a sense of pride and 
achievement and make them more 
employable by teaching them skills they 
can utilise on the outside.’ 

A total of 20 offenders were selected 
to take part in last year’s course - 10 
working front of house and the other 10 
in the kitchen with Chris Galvin. Fred 


presented his philosophy of service to 
the offenders, who were taught the basics 
of working front-of-house through role- 
play. The training culminated in a pop-up 
restaurant in the staff canteen last 
December where 40 guests, including 
chef Jose Pizarro and Prison’s Minister 
Andrew Selous, were served a delicious 
French bistro three-course meal prepared 
by Galvin and the team of inmate chefs. 

Members of the public were able to 
buy tickets to the meal which included a 
Galvin-cured smoked salmon, buckwheat 
blini, fromage blanc, dill oil and caviar, 
followed by a main of slow cooked ox 
cheek, pomme puree and haricot vert. 
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PIANO MAN 

Food critic, author and broadcaster Jay Rayner reveals 
his musical talents tinkling the ivories on a live tour

H e’s an award-winning 
restaurant reviewer, a 
successful author, TV and 
radio presenter, but it turns out 
Jay Rayner has yet another string to his 
bow. As well as being a renowned writer 
and broadcaster, the Heme Hill resident 
is also an accomplished jazz pianist. 

T’ve hesitated to out myself, but 
eventually there comes a point where you 
do appear to be playing music live,’ he 
says. T’ve played piano for 35 years, 
mostly very badly for significant decades 
of it, but a few years ago I was almost 
forced into playing with other musicians 
and it was so thrilling I decided that was 
something I really wanted to do more of.’ 

It all began when he went to see an 
old university friend Joe Thompson, the 
house pianist at The Ivy Club, one 
Friday night. ‘I’d done The One Show 
that night so I’d been live in front of I 
don’t know how many million people 
but it hadn’t really moved me. When Joe 
said, “It’s your turn,” I sat down and 


played All of Me. It was terrifying, but 
it was the best terror I’d experienced for 
a very long time so I kept going back 
wanting to do more.’ 

Doing more led to a gig at the 
legendary London jazz haunt Ronnie 
Scott’s. Next off he’ll be touring his 
show A Night of Food and Agony, 
playing tunes from the ‘Great American 
food and drink songbook’ with an 
ensemble of top-flight musicians. He’ll 
also be sharing anecdotes about the best 
and worst restaurants he’s ever eaten in, 
as well as tales of growing up with 
agony aunt mum Claire Rayner. ‘I made 
a point that our repertoire would be fixed 
around food and drink songs. Things like 
Save The Bones for Henry Jones and 
Black Coffee , great old tunes that have a 
food and drink element or that draw on 
my experience of growing up with a 
mother who was an agony aunt. A lot of 
blues songs sound like letters to agony 
aunts. One For My Baby is both a drunk 
song and a man pouring out his heart. 


‘Live performance has become a 
major part of what I do now,’ he adds. 

‘I hugely enjoy it. There’s an element of 
the inveterate show-off in me anyway. 

It happened by default steps but it fits in 
with the television and radio work and 
it’s not an enormous leap from 
presenting a live radio show.’ 

In fact, Rayner will be touring two 
shows this spring, the other being My 
Dining Hell , which will see him 
examining our love affair with lousy 
reviews. ‘It’s a sort of stand-up comedy 
idea about terrible restaurant experience. 

So just why do we so love reading 
bad reviews? ‘Because we’re horrible,’ 
he says. ‘And negative experiences are 
just much more compelling. If you ask 
someone what their holiday was like and 
they say the sun shone, the plane left on 
time and the hotel was lovely, that’s 
going to be a few minutes of your life 
you’ll never get back. But if they tell you 
the plane almost crashed, there was a 
typhoon and the hotel almost collapsed, 
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you want every single detail. You want 
almost to place yourself in their shoes.’ 

Does that mean he’s tempted to chum 
out the hatchet jobs? ‘Absolutely not - 
and for a number of reasons. One is I 
don’t want to sit through the experience. 
Awful restaurants are like car crashes 
and colds - they’re things that happen to 
me not something I seek. I often get 
emails saying, “This place is awful and 
needs your attention”. If they’re already 
telling me it’s awful, I’m not going. 

‘Also, it would be tiresome and 
irritating and frankly irresponsible if 
that’s all you did with a column and I 
don’t think anybody would want to read 
that week in week out. By far, the 
majority of my reviews are positive and 
some are in the middle. The negative 
reviews are only a fifth of what I do, but 
they’re the ones people remember.’ 

Still, there are plenty of places near 
his Brixton/Heme Hill home, where he’s 
lived for 25 years, that he’s very keen to 
visit. ‘I feel like I’m in the epicentre of

something,’ says Rayner, 49, who is 
married with two children. ‘I get emails 
from people saying, “There’s this 
brilliant new hole-in-the-wall place that’s 
doing Mexican and Columbian food in 
Peckham,” and I’m, “Really? I’ve got to 
get down there.”. But I need to be very 
careful about what I choose to review 
around here. It wouldn’t do if I only 
reviewed people on my own front 
doorstep when there’s a whole country 
out there, but there is something 
particular about this side of south 
London that seems to be booming. 

Really interesting things are opening up.’ 

One spot that Rayner is keen to see 
open - or rather, reopen - is the Half 
Moon at Herne Hill, which has been 
closed for two years following a major 
flood. ‘The likes of Billy Bragg and U2 
played there earlier in their careers. The 
landlords were desperately trying to get 
it turned into flats and we’ve been 
fighting a campaign to have it restored. 
Happily it’s now going to reopen as a 
pub with a live music venue in it, which 
I think is a marvellous thing. 

‘In the age of digital downloads live 
music has become even more important,’ 
he adds. ‘The fact is that making your 
living from recorded music has become 
harder and harder because prices have 
dropped and people are willing to hack 
and pirate music. The one thing you can 
get that is authentically the musician is 
their live performance and it’s led to a 
real resurgence. Live events are really 
what it’s about.’

I sn’t it weird how stuff happens? Last year my 
fourth novel, Moving , was published. A book 
which - ahem, yay! - recently featured in the 
Sunday Times top 10 best-selling paper backs. 
While I fantasised over healthy sales, I never 
dreamt how prophetic the title might be. Suddenly, 
everyone I know is moving.

PAINTING THE MODERN GARDEN 

Dulwich Picture Gallery examines gardens in art 

As part of a collaboration with the Royal Academy and its exhibition, Painting the Modern Garden: Monet to Matisse , 
artist Graham Greenfield will be at the Dulwich Picture Gallery on 3 March to discuss how the garden gave artists the 
freedom to break new ground and explore the ever-changing world around them.

F ollowing a stint as a corporate interior 
designer and another as a visual 
merchandising assistant for Habitat, Vanessa 
Agyemang was ready to start her own 
business. The only problem was she wasn’t sure 
what she wanted that business to be. 

Her light-bulb moment came two-and-a-half 
years ago as a result of a friend’s search for a 
lampshade. ‘She was renovating her house and said 
she couldn’t find one that was right,’ says Vanessa. 

‘I offered to look with her, but when we didn’t find 
anything that was perfect, I ended up making one.’ 

Some internet research, a couple of short courses 
and a lot of practice later, Vanessa eventually made 
her first collection and Copper Dust, her online 
luxury interior design company, was born 18 months 
ago. ‘I realised I enjoyed making products as much 
as designing them, so I decided to give it a go and 
never looked back,’ she says. 

The site, which is supported by the Prince’s 


Trust, sells her signature bespoke lampshades as 
well as black-and-white illustrations. Vanessa, who 
studied fine art along with interior architecture and 
design, is also an accomplished portraitist. Her 
limited-edition prints of portraits of famous faces 
are a big hit on the Copper Dust site, but Vanessa 
says she is choosy about her subjects, opting for 
people she feels a strong connection to. 

‘I’m very selective and I like to choose people 
who have an intense face or expression,’ she 
explains. ‘Facial features express so much and can 
give out great energy. Plus I particularly like people 
who wear glasses, though I’ve no idea why! ’ 

While she accepts commissions for portraits, 
Vanessa, who is also an award-winning model, says 
she’s just as picky about who she takes on as a sitter 
as the celeb faces she chooses to draw. ‘If I don’t 
feel I can execute a portrait in the way the subject 
will like, I’ll recommend someone else,’ she says, 
with remarkable honesty.

Her Ghanaian heritage is very much evident in 
her work, not least the patterned fabrics used in her 
lampshades designs. ‘My style is inspired by my 
two cultures,’ she says. ‘Being bom here and being 
British but having an African heritage makes my 
style almost a hybrid. I have my strong African 
cultural roots and that’s 
seen in a lot of the 
fabrics I use, but the 
style and the finish and 
the way I present my 
work is very clean and 
very British.’ 

She first visited 
Ghana, at the age of 12 
for the first of what was 
to be a long line of 
annual, six-week 
summer stays. ‘It never 
felt like a culture shock,’ 
she says. ‘I felt this 
connection of being at 
home. It was a whole 
different world I wanted 
to explore.’And she’s 
done just that, returning 
regularly over the years 
with plans to discover parts of the country she has 
yet to visit. 

But while Ghana is a strong influence, 
Greenwich is home - and another great source of 
inspiration. ‘What I love about Greenwich is that it 
has a lot of open spaces, it’s close to the river, has 
lots of nice places to visit and a lot of greenery. It’s 


a break from everywhere else in the city,’ says 
Vanessa, who moved to the area from Surrey Quays, 
where she grew up, with her family 10 years ago. 

‘I walk in Greenwich a lot and definitely pick up 
inspiration as I walk around,’ adds the 26 -year-old. 
‘There are so many new-builds next to historical 
listed buildings and it’s nice to see the contrast 
between the two. I’ve always been a big fan of the 
old and new. I make a lot of sketches of historical 
buildings but I’ll add in the modern features that 
surround it. It’s great to have all that available on 
my doorstep.’ 

She’s also a big fan of the National Maritime 

Museum, ‘and the 02 is 
really cool,’ she adds. 

‘I like to pop over to the 
gallery and exhibition 
space to check out new 
artists and designers. 
And the Cutty Sark is 
an amazing place to 
clear your thoughts. I 
often go there to sketch. 
With the river just there, 
it’s a great spot to centre 
yourself,’ she says. 

As well as finding 
inspiration locally, 
Vanessa is currently in 
talks with selected 
retailers in Greenwich 
and Blackheath with a 
view to them coming on 
board as Copper Dust 
stockists. She also has plans to extend the range of 
interior design products. ‘Bed linen, curtains, 
napkins, mugs, kitchenware... The bigger picture is 
to go into furniture,’ she says. ‘I’ve got so many 
ideas and hope to slowly grow into that world.’

I f proof were needed that Jordan 
Cluroe and Russell Whitehead are 
ahead of the design curve, it came 
courtesy of Pantone. When the 
world’s leading authority on colour 
heralded Rose Quartz and Serenity as the 
top shades for 2016, the pair had already 
presciently chosen almost identical 
shades for their first bed linen range, 
a collaboration with the Secret Linen 
Store, which goes on sale this March 
but was designed almost a year ago. 

Still, it wasn’t a colour chart that 
inspired the three new duvet cover and 
pillowcase designs. The couple’s muse has 
been the Victorian, four-bedroom Forest 
Hill home they moved into last January, 
which has shifted their design aesthetic 
from Scandi-influenced simplicity and 
signature use of bold colour. 

‘Our last house was much more slick 
and clean, but after moving in here 
we’ve slowly become more and more in 
love with the little period features and 
that has taken us in a different direction,’ 
says Jordan who, like his partner in life 
and business, was an actor before the 
pair found their design mojo. 

‘We loved the colour palette of the 
house instantly, but we put a slightly more 
sophisticated twist on it,’ he adds.

With a camellia flower at its centre, 
the design also references the long- 
established flowering tree at the entrance 
to the house that was planted by the 
eponymous Mary. Wanting to ensure all 
three linen sets had unisex appeal, the 
couple chose to create the floral design 
in a soft, Serenity-like blue. 

The textures the pair discovered in 
their home after stripping back layer 
upon layer of wallpaper and paint 
inspired Moon, a lunar-like design in 
muted tones. ‘We were fascinated as bits 
of plaster came off the walls, revealing 
textures and patterns that had been 
hidden for decades,’ says Jordan. 

With the house proving a seemingly 
endless source of inspiration, it’s hard to 
believe the couple - who also co-own St 
David Coffee House near 
Forest Hill Station - had no 
interest in the property when it 
first came to their attention. ‘An 
estate agent we know came into 
the cafe saying we had to see 
this amazing place,’ says 
Russell. ‘But we’d just finished 
our last house and weren’t 
looking for another big project, 
so we said “no way”. But she 
came back insisting the place 
was perfect for us, so we 
eventually took a look.’

The 2 Lovely Gays - a moniker 
affectionately bestowed on them by 
friends and inspired by the post code of 
their first shared home, 2LG - decided 
almost instantly the house would be their 
next big venture.

There is more than a sense of 
serendipity in how the 2 Lovely Gays 
formed their collaboration with The 
Secret Linen Store, too.

‘My hand 
is quite mid-century - big shapes, quite 
bold or white - but these guys have got 
a very different style.’ 

When a mutual contact introduced her 
to the design duo, everything clicked into 
place. ‘We threw some ideas 
around and working together 
seemed like the perfect thing to 
do,’ says Molly. 

Russell agrees. ‘Some of 
our clients had raved about the 
company and we’d already 
incorporated some of their 
designs into our projects,’ he 
says. ‘We’ve always loved the 
quality of their products and 
the fact that the business is 
local is a plus, too.’

How London Door Co set the benchmark 
for handmade doors in the capital

F ounded in 1982, The London Door 
Company has been dedicated to 
making and installing handmade 
doors for over three decades and 
set the benchmark for the industry, 
particularly with period-style doors. The 
initial business concept was to supply 
screen-printed decorative glass, but from 
these humble beginnings the company has 
become London’s leading door supplier, 
installing over 30 doors a week. 

All London Door Co doors are made in 
one of the company’s four workshops in 
Wimbledon. In the early days there was 
just one factory unit but there is now a 
team of 40 staff, including one of the 
original founders who remains at the helm 
of the business. Two employees have been 
with the company since the start, having 
joined straight from school. One even has 
his son working with him as a carpenter. 

The level of detail that goes into 
creating a bespoke London Door 



Company door is impressive; 
from the initial design to 
handmade leadlight and 
etched glass and the finished 
product, weeks of loving 
labour go into each door. For 
a typical four-panel door, a 
joiner will work with 63 
individual pieces of wood, 10 
mortice and tenon joints and 
64 mitres - and that’s just the 
start. The pain-staking, hand¬ 
painting process follows. 

Fitting a door into an existing frame 
takes a great deal of skill, it is made to be 
a tight fit and requires ‘scribing in’, this 
is where the carpenter offers the door up 
to the opening and makes pencil marks 
on the door to use as a guide to carefully 
plane the door to get the best possible fit. 

Where the original frame is simply no 
longer serviceable (tired, worn out) the 
best advice is to replace it with a

stronger, better draught proofed version 
of the original. 

London Door Co only uses the best 
possible materials, and will always work 
with wood - never PVC or composite.

Guy Awford updates a spring classic for today - roast chicken 
with purple sprouting broccoli and wild garlic hollandaise 



jge and

M arch may not be the 

most prolific month for 
seasonal produce, but it 
does have a couple of 
standout delicacies. One of these is 
purple sprouting broccoli, the king of 
the brassicas. Far superior to 
calabrese, its tender stems, purple 
flowers and bright leaves are delicate 
and nutritious with an earthy mineral 
flavour. Another seasonal 
treat is wild garlic, which 
flowers in dark damp 
woods, filling the 
with a garlic scent. 

Wild garlic is a 
relative of chives \ 
and has a gentle 
garlic-y flavour that 
is delicious in soups 
and sauces. It adds a 
wonderful earthy depth to 
rich buttery hollandaise, making it the 
perfect accompaniment for a simple 
roast chicken. Before roasting a 
chicken remove it from the fridge and 
allow it come to room temperature to 
ensure it cooks gently and evenly, 
keeping the meat tender and moist. 

Hollandaise has a reputation for 
being hard to make but if you follow 
the rules it’s pretty straightforward. 
The egg yolks need to be lightly 
cooked so place a heatproof bowl over 
a pot of gently simmering water and 
whisk vigorously until you have a 
golden, airy foam. Now slowly add 
the melted butter, whisking constantly 
to maintain the rich emulsion.

Smother the skin with 50g of the butter. Season. 

4 . Roast the chickens on their sides for 30-35 
minutes, turning onto the other side halfway 
through the cooking time. 

5 . For the hollandaise, bring the vinegar to the 
boil with the shallots and reduce by half. Pass 
through a sieve. 

6 . Melt 250 grams of butter. 

7 . Whisk the egg yolks and 2 tablespoons of the 
vinegar reduction over simmering water until the 
whisk leaves ribbons on the surface. Add the 
butter in a slow, thin stream whisking constantly. 
Add warm water if it looks too thick. Add lemon 
juice, chopped garlic, bay leaf and salt to taste. 

8. Carve the chicken and serve with the pan 
juices, hollandaise and broccoli.

The reasons to be jealous 
are stacking up, especially with 
the new West Norwood 
Picturehouse cinema due to 
open next year. So I demanded we meet for drinks 
at Knowles when it first opened. The place is 
huge, with a conservatory and garden still due to 
open. The interior - playing on the building’s 
former life as a hardware store - is an eclectic, 
cosy mix of wall-mounted tools and communal 
workbenches with cosy banquette seating and an 
elevated dining area, sheltered from the hubub by 
display shelving dotted with bric-a-brac. We were 
impressed, so a couple of weeks later we returned 
for dinner on a Friday night. 

The place was heaving, but we got a table in a 
cosy comer towards the back. The menus are 
pegged to old record covers and ours, on the week 
of his death, happened to be a Bowie album. 

Serendipitous, I thought. The menu leaves your average pub 
gmb way behind in the dirt. Sure, it has mac ‘n’ cheese, a 
burger and fish and chips on it, but it also has inventive dishes

like black pudding croquette with 
Stilton and chestnuts, which I 
devoured as a starter. It’s intense 
but not overpowering, the 
croquette cmnch complementing 
the soft texture of the black 
pudding, topped with a wisp of 
kale and bolstered by a kick of 
hot chilli sauce. In the name of 
balance, I followed up this meat-eater’s dream with 
fantastic vegetarian dish - sweet potato, spinach, 
tofu, coconut and chickpea curry with wild rice and 
a cornflour fritter. I was on a superfood mission and 
it was delicious - spicy and creamy with that 
moreishly dunkable fritter. 

My boyfriend, bless him, much prefers his pub 
gmb simple and unadulterated. Beige, essentially. 

So he ordered the mac n cheese (a side dish) to 
start, followed by the Knowles cheese and bacon 
burger, with fries and pickles, plus a burger relish 
that he raised an eyebrow at but I thought really 
makes it. After a couple of pints of Birra Moretti 
(him) and two large glasses of cabernet sauvignon 
(me), the Friday fatigue kicked in. So while the 
sticky toffee pudding was tempting, off we toddled, leaving 
those with more stamina to raise their glasses to the weekend.

R oyalty, sports pros, politicians... 
For those in the know, 
Champneys Tring has been the 
health resort of choice for over 
90 years. It’s also mine. In over a decade 
as a health and beauty writer I’ve visited 
more than my fair share of spas, but to 
me, the UK’s original health farm is the 
one to beat. 

With its blend of manor house 
elegance, woodland setting and state-of- 
the-art facilities, this Hertfordshire 
landmark manages to combine grandeur 
with robe-and-slippers cosiness.

Speaking of menus, the fare is healthy 
but hearty - proper portion sizes, 


beautifully presented and using fresh 
locally sourced ingredients, many of 
which are grown in the grounds.

ESSENTIAL CARE 

Trish Lesslie tries a therapeutic oil treatment in Hither Green 


F rom the relaxing effects of lavender to the 

anti-viral properties of tea tree oil, it’s no secret 
that essential oils have therapeutic properties. 
But just how affective they are depends on the 
quality - and not all oils are equal. 

At Body Silk Clinic in Hither Green, certified pure 
therapeutic grade essential oils are used in the new Oil 
Application Treatment, designed to help the body 
rebalance by reducing stress and inflammation and 
boosting natural immunity. The one-hour treatment is 
carried out by aromatherapist Magda Baran, who kicks 
off with a firm-ish back massage using skin nourishing 
fractional coconut oil - a much lighter version of the 
solid-at-room-temperature stuff used for cooking. 

The oils - which travel through the skin directly into 
the bloodstream - can be tailored to any specific 
concerns, but in general the treatment is carried out 
using eight individual oils and blends, the theory being 
that the body will use only what it needs. They are 
applied one at a time in a specific sequence designed to 
enhance the effectiveness of the treatment. After a few 
drops of the first oil is sprinkled along the length of the 
spine, Magda gently massages the back using sweeping 
movements that help speed up the body’s lymphatic 
drainage and elimination of toxins. 

The massage movements used vary ever so slightly 
for each oil or blend. As well as the spine, lavender oil, 
for example, is worked into the earlobes and the back 



of the neck where, Magda tells me, the body has 
receptors more responsive to it. The final two oils of the 
treatment, orange and peppermint, are worked into the 
soles of the feet by applying pressure to reflexology 
points. Despite the number of essential oils used, the 
smell is never overwhelming or unpleasant. In fact, 
because the oils are such high quality their scent is 
rather subtle - many cheaper oils have added fragrance. 

If it’s a full-body, muscle-pummelling massage 
you’re after, this isn’t it. But the soft, sweeping 
movements along the spine are deeply relaxing and the 
therapeutic benefits of the essential oils go way beyond 
what massage alone can achieve. Definitely one for 
when you’re feeling frazzled, overwrought or just plain 
under the weather. I felt re-energised for days after.

SEPARATION 

Could a no-fault divorce make for 
a more amicable separation?

A Private Members Bill, which 
was put before the House of 
Commons seeking to 
introduce a no-fault divorce, 
has been postponed until March 2016. 

At present, any couple wanting to 
divorce has to prove one of five facts, 
those being adultery, unreasonable 
behaviour, desertion, two years’ 
separation with consent or five years’ 
separation without consent. 

Under the proposed reforms to the 
law, a divorce would become available 
by both parties issuing a joint position 
and agreeing that the marriage has 


irretrievably broken down. A similar 
amendment is also proposed in relation 
to the basis for dissolution of a civil 
partnership. 

Family lawyers have long argued that 
a no-fault divorce would be a preferable 
option for parties to allow for a more 
amicable separation and to maintain 
minimal disruption for any children 
involved in the breakdown of the 
marriage. 

‘We know that our current fault- 
based divorce system achieves nothing 
besides escalating conflict during 
divorce,’ said The Chair of the Family 


Lawyers Group Resolution, Jo Edwards. 
‘It does not act as a deterrent, nor does it 
help couples to salvage their marriage.’ 

It is hoped that by removing the 
blame element from divorce proceedings 
that couples will be assisted in bringing 
their relationship to a dignified end and 
will be able to move on with their lives 
without the need for making allegations 
against the other party.

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RUGBY FEVER 

Exciting times are ahead for the world’s oldest 
independent rugby club , Blackheath FC 



B lackheath FC, or ‘Club’, is 
undergoing something of a 
resurgence at the moment. 
Established in 1858 as the 
first ever independent, or ‘open’ 
rugby club in the world, they now 
sustain a semi-professional side, 
playing in the third tier of English 
Club Rugby as well as amateur 
men’s and women’s teams, and a 
burgeoning youth section.

eacocks! Stumbling out of 
Dubai International Airport at 
3am, this wasn’t exactly what 
my group and I were expecting 
to hear when we hailed a taxi to take us 
to JA Palm Tree Court. 

You see, many tourists who flock into 
Dubai often stay at one of the five-star 
hotels surrounding Palm Jumeirah, 
which we had to look on with wonder as 
we zipped past them en-route to our 
hotel. The dazzling lights start to dim as 
you near Jebel Ali, and when we turned 
off the Sheikh Zayed Road - essentially 
the gateway to everything in Dubai - we 


only saw greenery around us. After 
another five minutes or so, the JA Jebel 
Ali Golf Resort appears on the horizon. 
Checked in, we were briefly raised from 
our slumber with a chauffeured caddy 
ride to our suites, which elicited squeals 
of joy in my two companions. 

With business on the schedule the 
next day, it meant we only had around 
three hours sleep before alarms raised us 
all. Considering the mood I was in, it 
would take something special to put a 
smile on my face - which was when I 
opened my blinds to the scene beyond 
my suite. Perched there on my balcony

Breakfast was served in La Fontana and 
service was excellent, as was the food, 
and the fact we all had only had 180 
minutes sleep was soon forgotten about. 

Heading out in our luxury taxi - note

A t the heart of Blackheath High’s 
mission statement sits the 
commitment to inspire and 
equip girls to strive for 
personal excellence in all her endeavours:

students in a wealth of 
other areas. The creativity, originality and 
enterprise necessary to stage a fashion 
show or develop a fund-raising initiative 
and implement it, are exactly the skills 
that employers are seeking and that 
businesses require. The teamwork, 
enthusiasm and commitment demanded 
by belonging to the netball team are 
highly valuable attributes that feed into 
continued success academically and in the 
world of work. I say this with particular 
conviction, having also helped to start up 
a school in South Korea, where students 
had not benefitted from this breadth and 
balance in their curriculum. A didactic, 
rote-learning approach that focuses solely 


on the ‘core academic subjects’, to 
the exclusion of creative and sporting 
activity, had left most students 
unconfident, physically unfit, 
unquestioning and unhappy. 

Students at Blackheath High are 
privileged in this context. The wealth 
of co-curricular opportunity is mind- 
boggling. A girl can star in a play at the 
Greenwich Theatre; organise a mock 
election; enjoy the richness of poetry with 
like-minded souls in the peace of the 
library; spend a blissful hour at crochet 
collective; perform a solo 
in the Chapel of the Old 
Royal Naval College; find 
a new society or befriend 
fellow netballers from 
over 20 other GDST 
schools at a weekend 
tournament. The love of 
these subject areas can be 
further developed with 
a broad, balanced 
curriculum that embraces 
Mandarin, sports science, 
astronomy or theatre 
studies alongside further maths, physics, 
philosophy and history. I believe that 
makes our students much happier and 
successful young women.

T ucked away behind the 

picturesque St Paul’s Church in 
Heme Hill is a school with a 
clear ethos and assured 
confidence. Heme Hill School caters for 
children from kindergarten up to Year 2, 
and takes pride in setting its youngsters 
up to excel whatever their future 
destinations may be. 

Director Dominik Magyar beams as 
he tells me that when he attends plays 
and concerts at other schools, he is 
delighted to see former Heme Hill pupils 
take the lead onstage. Thanks to the new 
hall and an enhanced kindergarten in the 
recently completed ‘Oak’ building, the 
school can now offer even more scope to 
nurture budding musical or dramatic 
talent - as well as enjoy the benefits of a 
luxurious service from Dulwich caterers 
Holroyd Howe and improved outdoor 
surfaces for sports.

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WHY GO BOARDING? 

It’s a big decision for London parents to make: should you send your 
child away for an education? Here’s why the answer is yes...

T here are a whole host of reasons 
that parents consider a boarding 
education for their children. For 
those parents who have to move 
with their jobs on a regular basis, 
boarding offers their children the 
stability with which they thrive.

support busy families in the modem 
world. The Americans may have 
invented the phrase ‘quality time’, but 
British boarding delivers it. Sport, music, 
drama, dance and all the other individual 
pursuits children aspire to are provided 
within the school framework and without 
the need for parents to moonlight as taxi 
drivers. If the school gets it right, it 
should leave parents the pleasure of 


being involved in positive events: the 
plays, concerts, and matches. 

The other key way boarding has 
developed over the past 20 years has 
been its relentless focus on pastoral care. 
Culford is particularly renowned for our 
pastoral care and we see it as the bedrock 
of any successful boarding school. 

Happy, secure children thrive and 
making boarding a home from home 
experience is integral to what we do. A 
good boarding school should also be able 
to cater for all children, not just the 
sporty, academic or musical child. An 
holistic education allows the time and 
gives the opportunities for latent talents 
to emerge.

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ENJOYING LIFE 

Former Headteacher of Francis Holland School Regent’s Park, Vivienne 
Durham, reflects on looking at education from the other side of thefence

I remember being 
taught about gravity. 

I would sit in a 
lesson, look at the 
equations, read about the 
science - and in a lesson 
today that would probably 
take about eight minutes. 
Now there’s an interactive video, some 
piece of kit we never had showing the 
forces, then onto the Internet to see more 
diagrams... If I had that kind of lesson at 
12 years of age I probably would be an 
atomic physicist now!’ 

Vivienne Durham sits back in her 
chair and laughs. ‘You do think how on 
earth did we teach without the internet, 
but teaching is so expert,’ she adds. 

‘What often doesn’t get said today is that 
in many UK schools, both independent 
and state, there is extraordinarily good 
teaching. Yes there are all the resources 
we have today, but if anything the skill 
of a teacher has extended even further.’ 

The fact we are talking so much about 
teachers suggests how Enjoy Education, 
who now count Durham as one of their 
team, has evolved the concept of 
tutoring. Into her 12th year as 


Headteacher of the hugely successful and 
well respected Francis Holland School 
Regent’s Park, Enjoy Education’s 
Managing Director, Kate Shand, tempted 
Durham to not consider retirement and 
join the team. ‘I knew the work Enjoy 
Education was doing and it absolutely 
needs to be done,’ Durham says. ‘Every 
Head knows the decision parents are 
taking for the schooling of their children 
is fundamentally important.

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THE DEATH 
OF BUY 
TO LET? 

New legislation could give potential 
buy-to-let landlords foodfor thought 



B uying a property to let in the UK 
has been a sound investment for 
a long time, and many landlords 
have had a fantastic run for 
years. You collect rent from your tenant 
and watch the value of your property rise. 
Running costs such 

as interest payments are tax deductible as 
‘business expenses’, making your 
investment tax efficient. In this low 
interest environment, what’s not to like? 

But the honeymoon is over. The 
government has thrown a bit of a spanner 
in the works for landlords. The reasoning 
behind this is two-fold. First, the 
Government believes that wealthy 
landlords are forcing first-time buyers out 


of the market because they tend to chase 
the same properties, so landlords will 
have to find an additional 3% in stamp 
duty on purchases from April 2016 (a 
£400,000 flat will now cost a potential 
landlord £12,000 more than it would a 
first-time buyer). 

Second, the Government believes that 
landlords have had it too good for too 
long and is phasing out tax relief on 
property expenses. In addition, landlords 
will have to pay their capital gains tax 
bill within 30 days of selling a 
property, making the whole proposition a 
lot less attractive. 

So who benefits? Rightly or wrongly, 
the reduction in tax benefits may be 


passed on by landlords to their tenants, 
who could end up paying more in rent 
to compensate. This could drive more 
tenants to consider buying, causing a bit 
of a vicious circle. 

So does buy-to-let still make sense as 
an investment? No question, being a 
landlord is about to become much less 
attractive, but the true principle remains 
sound. Take a long-term view and the 
value of your property will most probably 
rise, especially if located in the south 
east. If you are canny enough to have a 
capital repayment mortgage and 
eventually have your mortgage repaid in 
full by your tenants, what’s not to like?

Adrian Burch ofFranklyn James on the transformation of the 
Ferrier Estate from urban dystopia to upmarket development 



H aving lived on the Ferrier 
Estate in Standish House 
for six years, from 1987 
to 1993,1 have first-hand 
experience of what it was like - and 
it wasn’t great. Certainly not the type 
of place you want to be bringing up 
your children. 

One night I was woken by a bright 
light and excited squeals from my 
then seven-year-old daughter and 
one-year-old son. I sped to the 
window hoping to see some majestic 
fireworks going off, but my hopes 
were dashed when I saw huge skidmarks 
and torn up scars on the grassy area 
opposite the tower block and a Ford 
Escort XR3i burning like a four-wheeled 
inferno. The obviously stolen car had 
been raced around the estate - 
remarkably not injuring anyone - and 
the thieves in their reckless adrenaline 
rush had decided that setting it alight 
was the best thing to do to complete 
their law-breaking venture. 

This was more than adequate 
motivation to get out of that housing 
situation quick-sharp and I am pleased 
to confirm that we moved not too long 
afterwards. Today, the site of Standish 
House (a 12-storey concrete panel tower 
block) stands cleared and ready for

another phase in the redevelopment 
of the entire former council estate site. 
Properties are still under construction 
in phases that will create four distinct 
neighbourhoods - Meridian Gate, 
Blackheath Quarter, Kidbrooke Village 
Centre and City Point - integrated into 
one community. 

The new development, aptly named 
Kidbrooke Village, is one of Berkeley’s 
biggest regeneration projects to date,

The Harris Federation 
have a group of high performing 
academies, while nearby Dulwich has 
some of London’s leading independent 
schools including Dulwich College. 

With trains from Crystal Palace and 
Gipsy Hill stations traveling into Victoria 
and London Bridge several times an 
hour, in well under 30 minutes, good 
transport links are clearly another factor 
for home buyers.

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THE RIGHT TO 
RENT DILEMA 

Right-to-rent obligations have been rolled out across England, so it’s 
more important than ever to know who’s renting your property

R ight-to-rent obligations were 
first introduced by the 
Immigration Act 2014 as a 
pilot scheme in the West 
Midlands. The act means that all private 
landlords and agents will have to check 
the nationalities and immigration status 
of any prospective tenants before a 
tenancy can be granted. If the potential 
tenant does not have the right to rent 
property in the UK, then the landlord 
can not allow them to rent the property. 

Further, landlords are obliged to 
make sure that someone’s right to 
occupy the premises does not lapse. 
Failure to carry out checks could lead to 
a penalty of £1,000 the first time, and 
£3,000 for subsequent occurrences. 

After consulting with experts, the 
Government has decided to roll out the 
scheme and, with effect from 1 February 
2016, the right-to-rent obligations will 
apply to the whole of England, therefore 
affecting all private landlords, 


Right-to-rent checks will 
he required on all 
prospective tenants with 
the onus on landlords 

homeowners and agents. Right-to-rent 
checks will be required on all 
prospective tenants and other authorised 
occupiers, and will involve checking 
their identity documents. 


The Government has also published 
a guidance note called Home Office: 

A short guide for landlords on right to 
rent , which will assist those who need 
to carry out right-to-rent checks. This 
contains advice on who must make the 
initial checks, how and when to carry 
out those checks and whether repeat 
checks are required. 

The implementation of the right 
to rent checks will have a significant 
impact on the rental sector in the long 
term, and will ensure that only people 
with permission to, or a right to, be in 
England will be able to rent property. 
While the onus is placed on landlords, 
homeowners and agents to take the 
necessary action, the checks are 
relatively simple and quick.
